EUGENIC ACT 

IS VOID, BY RULING 

OF COURT 

; Milwaukee. Wis.. Jan. 21.— Tiie Wis- 
consin eugenic law regulating the issu- 
ance of marriage licenses was held un- 
constitutional' by Circuit Judge F. C. 
Eschweller, ^ 

Among other things the court says 
the law, which provides for o physi- 
cian's ccrtiflcate of health, including 
the Wasserman test, is violative of the 
rights secured by the constitution and 
that it conflicts with religious liberty 
because it tends to halt marriages. 

The court disagreed. with the recent 
ruling of Attorney General Walter C 
Owen, who held that thft law did not 
require the Wasserman test 

"If the Wasserman test and others 
are hot applied," the court soys. ^ 'Uhe 
doctor giving tn'e'^pplican't'a'clpanXiir 
of health would place himself liable to 
the law ogainst perjury owing to his 
ifalse statements, and his licensee 

would be subject t(\ revocation.

The McLaughlin farm known all 
through the northern part of the state 
as being one of the most popular coun- 
try estates In Lake county was sold 
Monday and Is now In the possession of 
a Chicago man. 

The Thompson brothers were thu last 
owners of the place. Albert and Geo. 
Thompson were widely known before 
their death> about a ynar ago and it was 
due much to their connection with the 
farm that it came Into such prominence 
throughout the county. It will be re- 
membered that Mr. McLaughlin was 
forced to part from his farm several 
years ago at the tmie that his business 
in Chicago failed and since that time It 
has been a part of the Thompson estate.

AUTHORITIES 

CANNOT PROHIBIT 
SHIPMENT or LIQUOR 

Springfield, ill., Jan. 10.— Municipal- 
ities have no authority to pass ordin- 
ances to prohibit the shipment of liquor 
into '•drv"cities in Illinois, is the sub- 
stance of an informal opinion given out 
today by Attorney General Lucy. 

*'Laws of the state do not warrant 
such municipal acts." the attorney gen- 
eral, said, "and nothing but a state 
enactment-would bestoy the authority 
needed," '; ^ - ,. .^ . , 

The opinion is in response to requests 
from Jacksonville, which is "dry" ter- 
ritory, where the city council recently 
passed an ordinance to become effec- 
tive tomorrow, imposing a fine of $50 
in case of conviction for shipping liquor 
into the city. The city of Eldorado 
passed a similar ordinance under which 
suits were brought, the companies con- 
victed and appeals^taken. 

To Exploit Brazilian Forests.

^T Who Paddy la. V.-.l|v. 

Paddy Gailaghor waa bom forty 
yeara ago In one of the poor one-room 
cottagea on a barren three-acre ten- 
ant holding— a cottage that had the 
wolf alwaya at the door. When -Paddy 
waa nine he waa put out to work, at 
three pounda for alx montha* work. 
HiB father did not do thla sort of 
thing becauao he wanted the lltUe 
half-atarvcd shaver to work beyond 
hia strength, hut becauao It was either 
work for Paddy or starvation for atlll 
younger and weaker children. After 
that there was nothing for Paddy but 
hard work, and low.wagea until he 
was grown and had started a family 

of hla own. . .. . ^., ,„.„ 
nut hlB work had taken him Into 
other places, .Into Scotland 'and Eng- 
land, and ho came back with the real- 
ization that life In Dungalow was not 
-\vhat it ought to be. Uneducated, 
■work-worn. w(thout any outlook 
promise for himaelf or hla 
something brought Paddy Gallagher 
the realization that he and his neigh- 
bors together might do what each sep- 
ariuoly could not do. So, with the 
aBPlatanco of the Irlah .Agricultural 
Orh-anlzatlon Bocloty, co^iperaUon was 
bri'ught to Dungalow. 

How It Started. 
- (tallagher, who liad been studying 
soils and manurea, learned that ac 
■ cortlng to government analyala the 
soil of his section needed certain deU- 
nlte chemical elements. Ho asked lo- 
cal tradera if they could give him any 
guaranty of analysis of the manures 
sold by them. He was Informed that 
they never "got such a thing, knew 
nothing about U and could give no 
Euaranty. He wrote to , the agrlcul- 
futal department about It, They ^^ 
4orred him to the Irish Agricultural 
Wholesale society. From them he 
learned that this society at, that t mo 
d(:^lt only -with local coK)pGraUv6 

"so^Ms farm boy, with surprising 
persistence, gathered togothor tho 
small farmers and pointed out to them 
tlie advantages to be gained as ^ 
Quality and price by purchaalng guar- 
anteed manures direct from ,the co- 
oppratlvo wboleaale society. Jhe ro- 
BUlt -waa that the formera otAetea^ 
20.ton lot of fortillzor through a Uttle 
co-cpemtlvo society In an adjoining 
village. They found that they saved 
$300 on the manures and besides a o- 
cured auper-phosphato of JO per cent, 
inateart of 23 per cent, atrpngth. and 
dlaaolvod bono Inatoad of worthloaB 
compounda.. The battle for ccH^pe ra- 
tion vbB already half won. for there

Tho "Gombeqn Man. 

The old methoda pt buying and aell- 
Inff were the cauao of much poyerty'ln 
thla dlatrlct." said Mr. Gallagher. 
«The traders have generally kept the 
public houaea. They vwer^; gombeen 
xflbo— money lenders'. .Poor farmers

hero could not pay caah for what they 
bought. They had to get gooda on 
credit. Once a farmer got Into' debt 
to' thoao retail dbalen he seldom got 
free from the big man's olutchea. 
While he waa In this atate he was no 
better than a slave. He waa charged 
tremendous prices and had to pay big 
Intorcat. I myaelf have been charged 
Intoreat on what I bought on credit 
at the rate of 144 per cent, per annum. 
My father had this aort of Intoreat to 
pay while he waa bringing Up his fam- 
ily. That la where the three pounds 
went that it took me six months- to 
earn when I started to work. 
What Co-Operallon la Doing. 
"Dut notwltstandlng the smallneaa 
of the holdings, and the poor sell, con- 
ditions In Dunglow are Improving. I 
never knew an organization to do so 
much for a community as the Temple- 
crone Co-operative Agricultural soci- 
ety Is doing for Dunglow. The so- 
ciety started In a little one-room cot- 
tage on a farm where I lived. We be- 
gan by buying manures and later a 
few groceries. Wo had fierce. oppoal- 
tlon at flrat from the gombeen man 
and tradera, as fierce aa any communi- 
ty over had. Some of the members 
were In debt to the gombeen men and 
had to come Into tho co-operative quar- 
tora at night and over tho back walka 
in order to conceal from the gombeen 
^^an that they were members. If 
the gombeen men found out that any- 
one trading with Chem waa trading 
with, ua they refused him credit and 
Issued a writ If he owed them." 
A Little Democracy. 
"Wo wiah no one any 111. "We do 
not do bualnoaa that way. We have 
simply demanded. tho right to attend 
to our own Uttlo affairs. Wo meet In 
our Uttlo parliament hero to discuss 
our bualnesa. We have given some 
entertainments which have brought 
tho people nearer together and given 
them a good time. This year we or- 
ganized' an Industrial show In which 
we exhibited everything which wo pro- 
duced hero. Including lace and knit 
gooda, aa well aa somo of our farm 
products. We did thla to encourage 
othera to make thoae things. Now 
wo are looking around to got some 
lUUe local Industry atarled. We need 
something of the kind nadly, so that 
more money can come Into the com- 
munity. Lace makln&. knitting and 
work of that kind Is important, too. 
for efrory little helps .Tiere. Wo are 
wining to work when we can. 
On the Up-Qrade. 
"The boys are learning to farm bet- 
ter than their fathers farmed. We 
are raising better cows, and plga and 
chickens) and producing better eggs, 
poultry and moat than wo ever did 
before. Through our little co-opera- 
tive poclety we have "a, steady market 
at good prices for all wo can raise.: 
We are not rich, for this Is not a 
rich country, and never can be. There 
are too many stones and bogs In Don-* 
egal for that. But wo are doing our 
beat, and we are going to reach a 
point soon where' every man can go 
up and down Dunglow and say that 
ho owes no man anything. Co-opera- 
tlou haa, brought us together, and wo 
are all good frlenda. Wo arei not 
fighting with each other any more. 
We ore helping e^ch other. We are 
atlU doing bualnoBS on a very small 
scale, of course. Wo are poor people, 
and we must alwaya bo that. There 
la no chance for wealth in a five or. 
flix-acro Jam. We raise a little patch 
of oats for oatmeal for our family. 
Moat of ua get enough potatoes off 
our Uttlo places to last ua through the 
year. We couldn't live without pota- 
tdea;. You know the gjreat famine of 
1848, when so many died In Ireland, 
waa cauaod wholly by potato bUght. 
The children around here are almoat 
brought up on 'potato'ea. They get 
maabed potatoes, with a Uttlo milk In 
it, before they are weaned. .They grow 
up on It and sometlmejs have Uttlo 
else. Cooperation has helped ua Xo 
sou what wo have; and wo" are doing 

flrat rate. ;' ' 

, Coat of Living. 
"Bj ' purchaalng gooda direct from 
original aources, thla|a6clety haa made 
U ^poaalblo for the pooi'eat farmer to 
tertlUze hla potato patch and in- 
oreoBo the crop which he rolaes.' The 



seeds which come through It are teB^ 
ed and guaranteed as they never were 
before. It haa lowered tho prlco and 
Improved the quality of tea, Indian 
mcnl and augar. In one case, for ox- 
ample, whore a rival trader waa charg- 
ing $3.07 for seven stone of flour wo 
were offering the same flour at $2.25 
for tho Bcven Btone. 

"You may be Interested In knowing 
about what an average faraUy here 
haa for an income, whero ho gets It 
and what he has to eat. I have made 
out a Uttlo statement so you could 
figure that ouL To begin with, every 
farmer has hla own potatoes and oata. 
Bealdoa this, hls.Income la somotlUng 
Uko this: 

"Eggs and poultry, per week, about 
flvo ahUlInga ($05 per year). 

"Butter for about 18 or 20 weeka In 
flumraer, one to two BhUllnga ($7 per 
year). 

"Sale of cattle possibly 13 pounds 
each year ($00 per year). 

"Sale of sheep, one pound ($5 per 
year).' 
"A total of $137 per year. 
"Besides this, tho women earn a 
Uttlo something by knitting B^ycater8 
and making loco, etc. 

Marketing Eggt. 
"You win notice that oggs are our 
Btaplo product. The average poor 
form family around here gets each 
year from 12 to 15 pounda out of their 
eggfl, which is generally about half 
of their enUre money Income. Before 
we took hold, however, egg raialng 
wtis not at all profltable. There waa 
no steady market, the formers did not, 
underatand poultry, and no one had 
any ambUlon to learn anything fibout 
It. They didn't take care of their 
egga well and few were sold. 

"Prevloualy tho local price was two 
or, throe pence leas than the prlco 
quoted In the nearest market In Straw- 
bane and Derry. Ndw the pricea paid 
are from one to two pence above tho 
pricea quoted In ' these markets. In 
other words, we have Increased the 
value of a dozen eggs from throe to 
four pence (six to eight cents). For 
the entire district, this amounts to 
qulto a sum. You must remember 
also that while we purchased only 
one-tenth of the eggs sold In this par- 
ish, the fact that we at Dunglow aro 
paying the pricea which we pay has 
made It neceaaary for every other 
buyer In the entire pariah to pay the 
Bame price. 

Irish Lace and Knitted Goods. 
"Our co<tperatlve company looka af- 
ter .a good many things boaldea sell- 
ing eggs and butter. We are helping 
the girls market their lace and knitted 
-work. Two yeara ago we asked tho 
govommont department to send us an 
Instructor to teach the glrla to moke 
hand-knit sport coats (sweaters). 
They aent a man to look It up. He 
talked with some of the men hero 
who were not friendly to this co-op- 
erative movement. Nothing was done. 
Our girls were getting one ahUllng- 
six pence (36 cents) for knitting a 
dozen pairs of socks, using up from 
three and a half to four pounds of 
wool. These aocka were purchased of 
the women by an agent of a whole- 
salQ trader. 

"The co-operative society decided 
they could do better by the girls, than 
theao buyers. Since they started buy- 
ing, the girls got seven shllllnga six 
ponce ($1.87) from the Bpclety for 
knitting a sweater coat, using only two 
pounds of wool and taking only one- 
half as long as a dozen p-iiir of aocka. 
PutUng It another way, for the same 
amount of wool and tho same time 
spent In knitting, the girls get 16 
shUUngs ($3.75) instead of one shil- 
ling Blx pence (30 cents). That Is, our 
society Is paying them ten times what 
they used to get from the other buy- 
ers 'for their knitting. Formerly the 
glrla who knit lace were hound by a 
bargain under which If they aold to 
any one privately they were boycot- 
ted. The buyer told them unless they 
sold him aUthe would buy nothing. 
Now we are getting fairly good pricea 
for the lace, hotter than they got be- 
fore and we, of course, permit them to 
sell wherever they can.. They fre- 
quently have oportunlty to seU to 
tourists. and others who come through 
here. While wo get fairly good prices 
for tho lace, there is no steady market 
for it, as there is for the knitted 
gooda. 
Connected With Central Society; 
"Our little local society could not 
stand alone and do what we tJVe try- 
ing to do. We are helped all the time 
by Sir Horace Plunkett's organization 
society and by the Co-Oporallve While- 
aal<» aocloty at Dublin. Each week 
the wholesale, society senda us a fore- 
cast giving the figures that shoiUd be 
obtained for eggs, butter and cblck- 
ena, and stating whether or not there 
1b to bo a demand for-theso products. 
Each day we write to the wholoHalo 
Boolety, telling them what wp have 
on hand and what we will likely have. 
Sometimes' w© telegraph. Then they 
may either write or toUusraph back 
whatthey want us to send and when 
and where to send It We send It, not 
to Dublin, but directly to the places 
selected by the wholeaale .Boclety^ 
In this way we save freight, we save 
commlaalon, we aave time, and wo 
save tho egga thomaelvea. 

"You must not got tho Idea," Mr. 
Gailaghor continued, "that this con* 
corn la a large mercantile eatabllsh. 
ment. Wo know enough to know that 
we can only do bualneas In a modest 
way. Wo think we are doing It well, 
and .we hope It will continue to gror* 
as It has In the paat I am more and 
more convinced," ho t^dda, t'by what 
I BOO every day, that If wo want to 
haye a .happy and contented people 
heiro cooperation 1 Is tho beat meana 
for bringing It about." And so' they 
are maklng.a fight that would put the 
ordinary A^aorlcan community to 
shamer-a figlU that 1b gradually mate 
Ing thiB deaolato region habitable an^ 
tJMB hard-worklna neosift ' hnppy. 
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London.— "High placca are homes ol 
ancient worahlp. Ascent is a conflo- 
crated type of labor with an .exceed- 
ing groat reward." 

Bo wrote the late Mr. Donald Rob- 
ertson In the Alpine Journal. And ho, 
one of tho finest climbers, who had 
traveled tho Alps from end to end, 
was killed about four years ago whUe 
leading a party up a comparatively In- 
significant Welah mountain. 

Moat tnountalneering accldenu oc- 
cur In Switzerland, and tho death- 
roll of the Alps has now i:lsen to an 
average of between 60 and 70 yearly, 
whllo another 300 people ore more 
or loss seriously Injured. In one year 
(1900), the number of tho klUed was 
no less than 119. 

Examine the publlahod atallatlcs of 
these accidents, and, two polnta atrlke 
you. First, that comparatively few 
of tho tragedies recorded occur at 
great heights or In notorloualy dimcult 
places; secondly, that a large ma- 
jority of the victims .are women or 
very young men. 

A third point la that In 92 per cent, 
of cases they were cUmblne without 
guides. 

The fact la that Ignorance or reck- 
lessness account for by far tho great- 
er number of Alpine accidents. Peo- 
ple who have, perhapa. never cUmbod 
before In their Uvea atart out to 
ascend mountains with which they aro 
totally unacquainted. In most casee 
they are physically unfit for the se- 
vere exertion entailed by climbing, 
and very often they are not properly 
clothed or equipped for the expedi- 
tion. 

An inatanco In point Is given by 
Mr. Julian Grande, a well-known mem- 
ber of tho Alpine club. Accompanied 
by a friend, he was climbing the 
Schllthorn, a respectable peak of about 
10.000 feet In the Bernese Oberland. 
At a great height, ho noticed In the 
snow the track of a smaU boot, evi- 
dently a lady's. This waa sufllclently 
aatonlshlng. but the amazing point 
was that there were no algna of naUs 
In tho boota.

•not of origination; and It Is how plain 
what the opinion la to which we must 
give effect In this matter. , It la not re- 
cent or haaty opinion. It BpringB out 
of the experience of a whole genera- 
.tl6n. It haa clarifled Itaelf by long 
contest, and those who for a long time 
battled with It and sought to change 
It nro now frankly and honorably 
yielding to It and seeking to conform 
their actions to It. 

"The great buBlncssmen who organ- 
ized and financed monopoly and those 
Hho administered It In actual every- 
day tranaactlons h'avo year after year, 
until now, either denied lu existence 
or Justified it as necessary for the ef- 
foctlvo maintenance and development 
of the vaat buslnesa procesBes of tho 
country In this modern circumstances 
of trade and manufacture and finance;

Upon 
this question those who tro chiefly 
responsible for the actuAl manage- 
ment and operation of tJfe railroads 
have apokon very plalnljl and very 
eameatly, with a purpose Ave ougljt to 
bo quick to accept It. It wl I be one stop 
and a very Important oncf toward the 
necessary soparatlon of Iho business 
of production from tho (bualnees of 
transportation. 

"The business of the country awaltB 
also, has long awaited and haa suf- 
fered because it could not obtain fur- 
ther and more explicit leglalaUve defi- 
nition of the policy and moaning of 
the exlBtlng antl-tniet laws. Nothing 
hampers business , like, uncertainty. 
Nothing daunts, or 'discourages It Uko 
tho necessity to tako.chancQS, to run 
the risk of falling under the condem- 
nation of the. law before It can make 
sure just what the law Is. ' 

Definition Now POBilblo. 

"Surely wo are' aufflclently familiar 
with tho actual proceaaea and meth- 
ods of monopoly and of tho many 
hurtful restraints of trade to mako 
definition possible, at any rate up to 
the llmlta of what experience haa din- 
closed. These practices, being now 
abundantly disclosed, can. bo explic- 
itly and Item by Item, forbidden by 
statute in such termo as wUl prac- 
tically eliminate uncertainty, tho law 
Itself and the penalty being made 
equally plain. 

"And tho buslnesa men of the 
country desire aomethlng more than 
that tho menace of legal proocss In 
tbosQ matters bo made explicit and in- 
telllglblo. They desire tho advice, the 
definite guidance and Information 
which can be aupplled by nu admin- 
istratlvo \)ody, an Interstate trade 
commission, 

"Tho opinion of tho country would 
Instantly tpproye of such a commla- 
Blon. It would not wish to see it em- 
powered to tnako terms with monop- 
oly or In any sort to aasumo; control 
of buBlncsB, as If the goverument 
mado Itself responsible- It domanda 
such a commission only aa an Indls- 
ponslblo tnatrumeiit of Information 
and 'publicity, as a clearing house for 
the facts by which both the public 
mlhd and the managora of great bual 



Justice to 'busIncBB where tho procfeao-' 
Cfl of the' courts or the naturalforcca 
of correction putHtde the courtB are 
Inndoquato to adjust the remedy to 
tho wrong In a way that will moot a)l 
the oqultlcfl and clrcumatnnceB of tho 
caae. 

"Producing induutrloa, for example, 
which have passed the point up ■ to 
■ which combination mny bo conslatent 
with the public Interest and tho free- 
dom of trade, cnnnot always bo dls- 
aected. Into their component units aa 
readily aa railroad companies or slm- 
ilar orgnnlzationa can be. Their dis- 
solution by ordinary legal procuas may 
oft'entlmcB Involve finnnclal conae- 
quonces likely to ovrj^whnlm tho sn- 
cnrlty market and bring upon It break- 
down and confUBlon. Thore ought to 
be an ndminlBtratlve comnilfiRlon ca- 
pable of directing and ahaplng such 
corrective proceRsea, not only in uld 
of the courts but also by indcpndent 
suggestion, If neccaenry. 

Make punishment Certain. 
"Inasmuch aa our object and tho 
spirit of our action In lheno mattera 
Is to meet buaineBs -iiali way in Ita 
procesBcs of Belfcorrectlon and dis- 
turb ItB legitimate courHc as little as 
Iiosslble, wti ought to see to it, and tho 
Judgment of practical and sagacious 
men of affairs cveryv;here would ap- 
plaud UB If we did see to It that pen- 
alties and punishments should fall, 
not upon business Itself, to Us confu- 
sion and Interruption, but upon the 
IndivldhalB who use the Inatrumuntal- 
Itiea of buslnesa -to do things which 
public policy and sound bualnesa prac- 
tice condemn. Every act of bUBtness 
la done at the command or upon the 
Initiative^ of somo ascertainable per- 
son or gfou^ of persons. These should 
be held Individually responsible and 
the, punishment ahould fall upon them, 
not upon the business organization of 
which they make Illegal use. It should 
bo one of the main objects of our leg- 
islation to divest such persons of 
their corporate clonk and deal with 
them as with, those v.ho do not rop- 
rcBont their corporations, but merely 
by dellbcrato Intention break the luw. 
nualnesR mon the country through 
would, I am sure, applaud us If we 
were to take effectual steps to see 
that the ofilcers and dlrectors^f great 
bodies wore prevented from bringing 
them and the bUBlness of the country 
Into dieropute and danger. 

"Other guestlons remain which will 
need very thoughtful and practical 
trijatment. Enterprises. In theae mod- 
ern da>s ot great Individual fortunes, 
are oftentimes interlocked, not by 
being under the control of the same 
directors, but by tho fact that tho 
greater part of their corporate stock 
is owned by a alnglo person or group 
of persona who are In aome way In- 
timately, related In Interest. 

Holding Companies. 

"Wo are agreed, 1 take It, that hold- 
ing companies ahpuld be prohibited, 
but what of the controlling private 
ownership of Individuals or actually 
co-operative groups of Individuals? 
Shall the private owners of capital 
stock be Buffered to be thoinaelvea in 
effect holding companies? We do not 
wIbIi, I auppoae, to forbid tho pur- 
chase of stocks" by any person who 
pleasoB, to buy them In such quanti- 
ties aa he can afford, or In any way 
arbitrarily to limit tho sale of atocks 
to bonafide pUrchaaera. Shall wo re- 
quire tho owners of stock, when their 
voting power In several companies 
which ought to be Independent of one 
another would constltnte actual con- 
trol, to make selection In which of 
them they will exercise tliolr right to 
vote? Thla question I venture for 
your consideration; 

"There Is another matter In which 
Imperative considerations of Justice 
and fair play auggests thoughtful 
remedial action. Not only do many 
of tho comblhatlona effected or aought 
to be effected In the Industrial world 
work an, Injustice upon the public In 
general; they also directly and aerl- 
ously Injure the Individuals who are 
ptit out of buslnesa In one fair way or 
another by the many dislodging and 
exterminating forces of combination. 
I hope that we shall agree In giving 
private Individuals who claim to have 
been Injured by these proceasos tho 
right to found their suits for redress 
upon tbe facta and Judgments proved 
and entered In aulta by tho govern- 
ment where the government haa upon 
Us own Initiative sued the comblha- 
tlona complained of and won Its suit, 
and that the statute of limitations 
shall be suffered to run against such 
litigants only from the date of the 
conclusion of the governmont'a action. 



PLAN FidAD THROUGH AFRICA 

Capato'Carro Railroad WHTbo Built 

In Spito of Llona and 

ClepSantx. 

T^ondon.— During the laat few years 
much progrcsR baa been made In that 
romantic and daring undertaking tlie 
Capo to Cairo railway. Indeed rail- 
way trlpa from tho Nile right through 
tho center of the Dark continent 
Bhould bo possible within tho next few 
ycara. Thq ontorprlso haa been 
brought to public notice through tho 
Belgian government having ceded to 
Croat Britain a strip of land In tho 
Congo so tlmt Africa's first trana- 
contlnental line will run on British 
soil throughout from Capo Town In 
the extreme south ot' tho continent 
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Bridge Ovsr the Zambeal. 

to Alexandra In the far north, a dis- 
tance of 7,074 mllea. 

It was Cecil Rhode's ambition that 
the railway should traverse British 
territory throughout Its entire length, 
but when the Germans annexed the 
whole of the eaat bank of Lake Tan- 
ganyika this plan waa apparently ren- 
dered Incapable of fulfilment. Mr. 
Hhodea tried hard, to wrest a portion 
of this territory from the Germans 
and personally approached the Iniiaer 
on the matter, but In vain. The Bel- 
gians, however, evidently awake to 
the value of the railway, have now 
agreed to transfer a strip. ot the Con- 
go to the British fiag, thus making the 
Cape to Cairo project an all British 
route. 

Northward the line has crossed into 
the Congo from northwestern Rhodesia 
to a place called Blizabethvllle, 2,320 
miles from Capo' Town, to which point 
trains are now running regularly. 
Then from Cairo, the talk have been 
pushed southward for a distance of 
1,400 miles from Kkartum, right into 
the heart of the Sudan. If advantage 
Ib taken of the upper reachea of the 
Nile and the great lakes here, the 
Albert Nyanza and the Victoria Nyan- 
xa, by placing ateamera ,upon 'them 
and running them In conjunction with 
the railway less than 900 miles of rail 
will need to be. laid to complete a 
through communication. 

The line la being continued north- 
ward to Bankela. Thus ia Cecil 
Bhodea's great dream of an all British 
railway through the center of the 
park continent being realized. - Today 
you can travel in up to date trains, 
posaeaslng every modem convenience, 
right up from Cape Town to the Vic- 
toria Falls and beyond through the 
very center of Africa Into the Congo.
